This morbid sym- 
pathy for the poor negro is wasted. Why not 
pave jit for the Indian? We robbed hir of 
his land and run him off, and have been 
cheating him ever since. He is by 
nature of a higher order of 
humanity than the negro. He has more 
pride and miore emotuon. He has more 
revenge and more gratitude, for these two 
thing always go together, but you can’t wean 
him from the forest, for that is his nature. 
The negro loves to depend upon the white 
man and the white man loves the homage ot 
the negro. It suits and fits both races, and I 
hope it will stay so. Fred Douglass seems 
powerfully concerned of late about the negro, 
and says they have got to be colonized or 
ama‘gamaie. Weil, they have tried the one 
and the other will mever be, for 
it is against the order of nature, 
I heard an old physician say that he had 
never seen a great grandchild that descended 
from mulatto parents in a mulatto succes- 
sion. The crossing of races has never im- 
proved them. Not even will the Jew and the 
Gentile mix with harmony. John Randolph 
boasted of his Pocahontas blood, but I reckon 
it run out in John, for that was the last of it. 
History makes no record of two races living 
together in peace unless one was in a state 
of dependence upon the other, Our mod- 
ern philanthropists are deceiving the 
negro when they flatter him with a capacity 
equal to the whites in fitness to Invent, or to 
govern, or to rise to the heroic or the sublime.

Dr. Mayo, 
of Boston, is the superintendent of education 
im that state, and he says, ‘“The negroes must 
be told that no people in any land was ever 
so marvellously led by  Provideace 
as they have been for 250 years. Indeed all 
the good there ever was in slayery was for 
them. It wasthat severe school of reguiar 
work andthat drill in the primeval virtues 
which every race must get at the start and 
their slavery was a charity school compared 
with the desolation and tyranny by which 
the European nations came up to their present 
civilized life. Jf the southern freedmen now 
lie down in stolid indifference to their future

they will deserve all that their 
most contemptuous critics say 
cf them.” That is sensible talk. 


There is no foul blot in that view of slavery 
and it isgood talk to the negro. There is no 
politics in that, no southern outrage, no 
bloody shirt. Itis much better talk than I 
ever expected from Massachtisetts consider- 
ing the past slandersand the present—Tweks- 
bury. What the bad negro wants is less chain- 
gang and more whipping, and the bad white 
man should be punished the same way.

MELONS AND TRUCK. | 


AN ADMIRER OF THE NEW AGRI- 
CULTURAL ERA. 


A Subject that Must Continue to Excite Interest Uatil 
it @preoads Over tho State—What Has Boen 
‘Doue by Mejor R- J, Mcoses—The Reward 
of Raising the Producta of the Table, 


Cotumpus, May 10.—The recent letters of 
“H, W. G.,”’ from “Melon Land,’’ have at- 
tracted much interest in this section, and I 
believe they will do much to encourage im- 
proved methods in farming. Nothing brings 
theory into general use so quickly as practi- 
cal demonstration in dollars and cents, and 
“HH, W. G.” seems to have the happy faculty 
of showing up the results of progressive far- 
ming in their strongest light, whether it be 
truck farming, the intensive system er a ro- 
tation of crops. -It may be the beneficent 
result of carrying a rabbit’s foot in his 


vest pocket, I know not, but let 
it be what it may we want him to come this 
way and throw the electric 
light that emanates from his 


pen upon the manufacturing industries of 
our city and the fertile farms of this section. 
We have many that will compare most favor- 
ably with those of any other section of Geor- 
gia, one of which I visited yesterday evening. 
ESQUILINE HILL, 
the home of Major R. J. Moses, who has re- 
tired from the practice of law and proposes to 
spend the evening of his life in making two 
blades of grass grow where but one grew be- 


ore. It is situated just five milesa little 
southeast from this city, on _ the 
highest elevation of the surrounding 
country, sloping in every’ direction 


from the summit on which is located the resi- 
dence, thus affording a delightful field for the 
application of intelligent methods in cultiva- 
tion, for the preservation of the land and the 
production of satisfactory results in crop re- 
turns. Asits name would imply, Esquiline 
hill was at one time devoted to the culture of 
the grape, and probably boasted the largest 
vineyard, as well as the finest orchard, in the 
state, and there is nodoubt but that Major 
Moses was the pioneer shipper of Georgia fruit 
to northern markets. But under a two years’ 
lease of the place, during his residence in 
Atlanta, the vineyard passed away and the 
orchard is buta wreck of its former beauty and 
fruitfulness, while the hillsides on his return 
bore the lines in growing gullies of premature 
age. The vineyard he has given up, the orch- 
ard he is supplementing with young trees and. 
the gullies are fast succumbing to a system of 
terracing, which has proven most effective, 
though not done on the strictest scientific 
principles, his only instrument being a son of 
Ham, and a mule and a plow, directed by his 
unaided eve. How weli it was done the ver- 
dant picture now presented, where two years 
ago little more than a ‘“‘galled’’ hillside 
could be seen, evidences. Heis running a 
two horse farm and growinga diversitied 
crop, fertilized with a compost prepared after 
the Furman formula, with some variations. 


on which last yearthe samecrop did not 
grow high enough to cut, will yield fifty 
bushels of oats per acre; his corn,sometwen!y- 
five or thirty acres, is the finest I haye seen, 
rich in color and most luxuriant in growth; 
his cotton is just breaking the ground, which 
it does with a vigor that indicates a fruitful 
future. Onevery hand are the evidences of 
thorough preparation of the land and the ut- 
most care in cuitivation, which will add as 
much to the outcome in harvest time 3s the 
liberal use of fertilizers. Up and down hill 
for hours I trudged beside this remarkable 
man, whose broad shoulder, bear the weight 
of more than three-scoreand ten years, whose 
life has been spent amid legal and politiqal 
strife, who was a most prominent actor fn 
that great civil war that shook this govern- 
ment from centre to circumference, hstening 
and wondering at the enthusiasm with which 
he explained the way he plowed that field or 
proposed to improve the other. Something 
of this I hinted as we paused a few moments 
to rest beneath the cooling shade of the wide- 
spread branches of a giant oak, when he said: 

“Why, I feel a great deal more 
interest in the effort to produce twenty bush- 
els of corn on the land where but ten grew 
last year than [ ever did in solving the knot- 
tiest legal question. It is not se profitable, 


but to me far more interesting. Come, I 

wish te show you my lucerne,” and we again 

turned toward the house. 
“Lucerne,” I echoed, ‘that’s a pretty 


name, but I hardly belie?e I know what kind 
of a vegetable it is. I know | never ate any.”’ 

‘I should say not,”’ he- laughingly replied, 
“it is a forage plant, and the best adapted to 
this section that grows. The lamenteds Dr. 


Howard said, and I believe it can 
be substantiated, that an acre of land 
in lué¢erne properly prepared and 
cultivated will feed five head 


of horses, and unless they are at work it need 
not be supplemented with grain of any kind. 
Then stock like it better than any other 
kind of ioraze I ever tried.” 

By this time we had reached the garden 
around whichin sixor seven rows, seven or 
eight inches apart, grow the wonderful plant. 


plant, though I am candid to confess I never 
sawateaplant. Itisa bushy weed about 
two feet high, with a round or rather oblong 
leaf and is exceedingly tender. The major 
informed me that it might be cut._three or 
four times a year, and could be fed to stock 
either green or cured, ashay. Itisa peren- 
nial, lasting without repianting fifteen or 
twenty years. He proposes to increase his 
patch toan acre which will furnish all the 
forage he needs and a surplus for market. 
GUINEA GRASS, . 

From the lucerne we went to his patch of 
guinea grass, which as a forage crop is as great 
a favorite with the major. This somewhat 
resembles young cane, grows very luxuriantly 
and rapidly, hence is tender and juicy. From 
it also he says several crops may be harvested 
each year. He is an enthusiast om grassesand 
forage plants, and made a convert of me. I 
am satisfied that if half the time spent by our 
farmers in killing grass was employed in cul- 
tivating it, we would have fatter stock and 
more prosperous farmers. 

' ONLY WAITING, | 
As we paused on the crest of the hill, the 


evening breezes gently toyin with his

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PICNIC AT ANDERSONVILLE. 


The Prison Pen of 1868, as it Appears to « Group | 


of Plousure-Seckers in 1555. 

From the Sumter, Ga., Republican, 

‘The contracted for picnic came off on the 
2d desp'te the vontretemps of man and 
weather! Dame nature seemed to do all she 
could to intimidate the weak-kneed and faint 
hearted, until the morning of the 2d, when 
she beamed upon us with her most bewitch- 
ing smiles and bade us'to goa Maying ‘“‘with 
youth, hope and poesy.””. At the appointed 
hour the young people repaired to the depot 
to emburk for Andersonville. Soon the sig- 
nal was given and the train moved out to the 
joy of the children, some of whum, evidently, 
bad never before ridden upon the “iron 
horse.”’ ‘fhe novelty at first awed them into 
stillness, but soon they tentatively essayed to 

ass from car tocar; ‘but children will be 
children!’ We were met at Andersonville 
by a former resident of this city, now a mar- 
chant of Andersonville, who escorted us to 
the acropolis of the ‘‘burg,”’ which is crowned 
with a beautiful grove, where had been ar- 
ranged tables and seats for the party. The 
view from this point is beautiful. Stretching 
out towards the southeast lies an undulating 
landscape, the slopes being thickly wooded, 
the growth of the last eighteen years. Be- 
tween these hills flows the famous stream 
that nrade glad the hearts of the vankee 
prisoners. This stream is divided into two 
beads, one rising northwest of the depot and 
the other west, Andersonville being situated 
on a ridge between the streams, Looking 

down towards the west the eye rests upon a 
lovely vision, nestling among the treesin this 
sequestered spot stands an edifice of learning, 
a spot that Academus might have selected. 
{[t is here that Professor Clarke sways the 
birch and holds in awe embryo wrangling 
statesmen, willing to wade through blood to 
preferment! Here let us mention en passant, 
that we hold ourselves and our little ones 
bound unto Professor Ciarke for his kindness 
in making seats and tables for our party, and 
permitting the children to play upon.-his play 
grounds. And the aged are more especially 
bound unto the professor's good /lady for 
divers good things, furnisheed amenities that 
made the hours so pleasant, and last, but nof 
least, for the bountifal supply of the aromat- 
ic bean—‘‘tthe cup that cheers but never 
inebriates,” for these kind offices the picnic- 
ers will ever ho'd her in grateful memory. 
From our. base of supplies we deployed as 
pleasure and inclination led, nearly all mgv- 
ing en masse towards the National cemetay, 
some 1,200 paces northeast. Here awaited us 
a scene that the pen fai's to portray, which 
to be appreciated must beseen. Lyingin 
close proximity 13,567 dead soldiers, eac> 
varrow house marked with a stone, here an‘ 
ti} ere as rare intervals a stone that rises avove, 
its neighbors, pluced there by loving hands 
and not very unfrequently a lowly stone 
bearing this legend ‘‘Unknown.”’ The beau- 
tiful trees, graveled walks and greeusward 
making a lovely sight, almost persuading one 
that for such a sepulcher he might be willing 
to die—when he is old, very old! The work- 
men were erecting two cannon near the tlaig 
stalf. They are to be placed vertica!, i. e., 
the muzzles to point heaven ward, to keap at 
bay the cohorts of angels, or perchance, to 
point the way the soldiers winged their 
flight. 

‘On fame’s eternal campirg ground! 
Their silent tents are spreaq, 

While giory guards with solema round 
The bivouac of the dead!”’ 

We traversed the stockade, making the 
entire circuit, passed am@mg the three hun- 
dred wells, dry wells now, passed the miracu- 
lous fountain (it was there before) that like 
Jonah’s gourd that springed up in a night. 
Much of the stockade has fallen into decay, 
some has been removed for fuel. A very 
considerable amount was charred by fire this 
spring, yet there is enough for relic hunters 
for sume time tocome. Two relic hanters 
left that day with their bundles of sticks. A 
dense forest covers the ground, (thirty acres) - 
where eighteen years ago. stood the stockade, 
excepting a few acres on the extreine north 
and afew acres on the south side of the 
stream which isin cultivation. To repeople 


‘this stockade needs the prophets wand to 


quicken our imagination that the dry bones 
of the valley might come together and make 
a vast army for our beho!ding.

There 
may be exceptions, but thatis the general rule. I 
shail therefore take m# landout of the hands of: 
renters just as fast as I get ready to bring it 
up.” 

“What will you do with it?”’ 

“‘As much of itas is needed I will put down in win- 
ter pasturage for my sheep, such as rye or peas. I 
shall turn the sheep on these pastures and let them 
enrich them until I thiuk them good enough to put 
into truck. What is not needed for winter pastur- 
age I shall put probably in corn. I have made corn 
this year at-a cost of 18 cents a bushel, and am going 
to makeitatless. I sold 3,500 bushels last year at 
from 90 cents to $1 a bushel. I can make more money 
raising corn to sell at 40 cents a bushel than I can 
by raising cotton at 10 cents a pound.”’ 

“Will you coutiaue to raise coiton on your truck 
patches?” 

“T doubtit. I do not like cotton. It takes all the 
year tojmake itand handleit. Imay planta few 
acres of my truck patchesin cotton, butmy policy 
will be to sow down all the truck acreage in peas or 
rye, and after the iruck istaken off turn the sheep

Marketing the Truck Crep. 

“The one danger of the trucking outlook in 
Georgia is glutting the market. Can this be done ?’’ 

“Iam decidedly of opinion that it can not, I 
was much more uneasy about overstocking the 
market in our first year when Taliey aud I discov- 
ered that we had 13 car loads of melons each, than 
Ihave ever been since. We have had an alarm 
aboutthis every season. I went to Savannah a 
few yeurs ago and told Mr. Haines that I thought 
we would raise 75car loads of melons that season. 
Iie said ‘‘Mr. McRee of course I want to see the bus 
iness increase, and willhaul all you raise, but if 
you raise 75 car loads you'll never be able to seil 
them And yet last year we sold from this county 
alone, nearly ten times that many, aud got better 
pricesand better demand than ever before.’’ 

“The markets open up with the advance in the 
crops?’ 

‘Yes. While a bigger crop brings bigger respon- 
sibilities, it also commands larger attenton and 
facilities. Why, when I commenced shipping mel- 
ons it took me two days longer to getacar load to 
Atlanta than it now takes me to get it to Chicago, 
The freight to Chicago was then $210 a car. It is 
now hardly halfsomuch. Itia all a question of 
distribution, and swift schedules,’’ 

‘But the increase of acreage has been so enor- 
mous this year.’’ 

*‘3o have the facilities. Last season we had 32 
points in the west to which we could ship. This 
year we have 572 points. Thetalk I had with Mr. 
Joseoh M. Brown, ofthe State road, disclosed to 
me facilities thatin my opinion will distribute and 
seilthiscropquickerand better than the crop of 
one fourth the size was sold last year. The wo:kof 
that one man} willoverbalance the increased xucre- 
age, forite hasan old head on his shoulders and 
the system and persistence of his work 
is simply amazing to me, We

tribution of our truck, and nearly a million immi- 


grents pouring into the country every year and the 


natural increaseswelling this total, I have little fear 
of glutting the markets. In the markets our facili- 
ties have greatly increased. At first the commission 
merchants in the larger cities paid but little atten- 
lion to us. Our patronage was not worth their 
special effort. Now it is quite different. The 
strougest and best firras east and west solicit our 
consignments and do the best they possibly can for 
us. Ibis makes a great difference. You saw how the 
freight men came to Valdosta the othes day to «sk 
for our freights. We used to hunt the railroad men 
up,andit was very seldom wecould find them, 
Now they look us up.’’ 

‘You look, then, for an indefinite increase in the 
new industry ?’’ 

“Ido Isee no reason why it should stop where 
it is--or anywhere nearit. It pays those e>gaged 
in it—it is legitimate and pleasant—the more we 
raise, the better prices we get and the better demand 
there is. lt seems tome thatan experience of eight 
years would have shown us all the dangers, except 
that of over-production, which Ido rot considera 
dauger.’’ 

* What are the dangers of the business?’’ 

‘*Principally greed on the part of the farmer that 
leads him to send inferior truck to market or 
slouchiness thatleads himto packit badly. We 
should all makea peintto shiponly the very best 
of our truck and to pack ii neatly.. It is much better 
toilet the poorer truck roton the ground than send 
it to market to discredit what else we send, and 
either disgust the public or fail of sale altogether. 
The farmer must of course watch the markets and 
pick the piace he ships to. He should be very 
earefulin the selection of his commission mer- 
chant, for there isa very important part of the 
business,” | 

The Effect of Truck Farming. 

‘‘What is the generaleffect of trucking on your 
section ?’’ 

“There's no end ofan answer to that question. 
The most important general effect, in my opinion 
igthat it brings about the intensive system of 
farming. We all agree thatthe greatesi trouble has 
been the scattering plan of cultivation. the more 
land we could scratch over the better we thought 
we were doing. The result was the land de ‘eriora- 
ted, our places went down,and there was general 
discouragement. Truck farming has changed all 
that. The truck patch means a little land well 
tilled. You've got to make it rich or it won’t 
make you rich. 

“I’ve noticed when a man enriches his truck patch, 
and sees how much better it pays than the old slip- 
shod system he begins to improve the rest of his 
farm. Andeven his neighbors who are out of the 
truck belt, are affected by it. When they see him 
making a bale of cotton on an acre from which he 
has already taken acrop of cabbages, they begin te 
wonder why they can’t make a bale to the acre 
without the cabbages. I think the introduction of 
truck farming has raised the standard of general 
farming in Lowndes fully 59 per cent. 

‘“‘With our people, truck has relieved them of the 
dependenceon one money crop. They have geuer- 
ally raised their own breadand meat, but having 
ouly cotton asa money crop has been bad. This 
givesthem another money crop, marketed when 
they need money most sorely. Incidentally it has 
lessened the credit business, and put many of 
them on a cash basis, where they haven't been for 
a long time. 

‘‘Beyond this it will result in the establishment 
of many iucidental industries, such as _ barrel 
and box and crate factories, canning 
establisnments, pickle factories, etc. We need such 
things now. They will’ come in time, and will 
bit emphasize what I have long believed, that 
truck farming is the salvation of this section. In 
short our section was just about like 1 was... By 
making its own meatand bread, it managed to hoid 
itsown on cotton, butlike me it was getting less 
able two do it every year. Trucking did for it 
what it did for me. It gave it a cash balance 
and put it ahead.’”’ 

Mr. McRee said that all along the M.and B 
and Central roads he had noticed the very best of 
trucking lands, anditis his opinion that the busi- 
ness wili spread along these roads very rapidly, 
after this season’s business is footed up. I might 
fill this page with the interesting experience and 
opinions of this pioneer in a greatwork. But 
time nor space will permit at present. He 
would not estimate for me the probable 
profits on his farm this year, as he prefers to give 
figures only of what hehas done. His neighbors 
say that he will clear certainly $20,000, and that it

SOME CURIOUS PHASES OF LIFE IN 
THE METROPOLIS. 
Investigating the Cisims ofa Prayer Wheel— Beecher 
Showing Signs of Age— Discussing the Frivolities 
of Fashionable Mothers—A Conversation 
on Dudes~—A Visit to the Bowery. 

New YorK, May 10.—a prayer wheel has been set 
upin thiscity. By means of it, a prayer may be 
repeated five hundred times ina minute. Such 
machines have long bee: in use in China, but this 
is doubtless the first Christian employment of a 
mechanical device for rapid praying. A’ prayer 
equal in quantity of matter to half of an average 
newspaper column can be thus rapidly multiplied, 
[saw the wheel on trial, in the meeting house of 
the Oahspe lodgé of Faithists, in West Thirty-fifth 
street.. The name sounds as heathenish as the 
wheel idea, and yet both are intended to be Chris- 
tian toa Strictly orthodox degree, though it is un- 
likely that the authorities would concede it. The 
promoter of this hasty kind of praying is a Dr. New- 
borough, who got extensively into print, a short 
time ago, as the author of the Oa hspe Bible, an am- 
plification and explanation of the accepted §crip- 
tures. Ife claimed to have written the work un- 
consciously, while in a trance. He has hired a 
chapel formerly used by Baptists, and is in lustri- 
ously gathering a congregation. In order to avoid 
publie ridicule, the services are held in the preserce 
only of ayowed believers, but the doctor says that 
the doors will be opened to every body as soon as the 
new form of worship has become perfecied and 
diguified, He is thoroughly in earnest, and proves 
his sincerity by paying nearly all of the expenses of 
the enterprise. Heshowed me the wheel only af‘er 
Ihad convinced him that I would not treat it disre- 
spectfully. It is about a foot in diameter, with 
gilded spokes, a brass crank in front of the hub, 
which resis in an ornamental frame, and round the 
periphery isan embellished inseription of the Lord’s 
prayer. Although he turned ita little, tolet me 
sec how it went, he said that he was not reaily mak- 
ing it pray, fortodothat required certain devo- 
ional observances on the part of the petitioner. 
Whatever may be thought of the prayer wheel, 
there is nodoubtin my mind that Newborough is 
profoundly reverent in employing it. He expects 
that it will come into common use in the churches. 

Going directly to Central park for a stroll, I met 
the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher there. { teld him 
about the prayer wheel, and asked him what he 
thought of it, 

“It might be a good thing,”’ he replied, ‘but it is 
probably a bad one. Of course any devout, heart- 
felt expression of desire to God is in itself right,and 
I don’t see why the turning ofa wheel, witha prayer 
lettered on the edge, can’t be as devotional as the 
utterance of the same thing with the voice. But the 
fear would be that the ridicule of scoffers might do 
a great deal of harm. You have heard the story of 
the man who, with the desire of keeping up the 
usage of personal devotions, but with so much busi- 
ness that he always turnotdin at night tired and 
sleepy, pointed at acopy of the Lord's prayer over 
the foot of his bed, and said, ‘O, Lord, them’s my 
sentiments.’ Well, I don’t know but even that 
form of prayer might be sincere. Theologians are 
at odds. just now, as to the office and efilicacy of 
prayer, but all are agreed that the honest aspirs- 
tions of the Christian, no matter how formuiated, 
go skyward somehow.’’ 

Age alters Beecherveryslowly. He did not look 
a pound lighter, a hair grayer, or a gill less full- 
blooded, than five yearsago. The coarse skin of his 
strongly marked face had the purplish red color of a 
man bound to die of apoplexy, but there was vo 
ingication in his robustness that he was in possible 
danger from consumption. He was broadly stoop- 
shouldered, short-necked and round-bellied. His 
trosty locks hung thinly over the collar of his over- 
coat. His hat was the soit brimmed, shapeless, over- 
shadowing one which he always wears. Yhat is a 
matter of necessity. Heis the sort of man who 
wouid be ridiculous in a high silk hat ora conven- 


tioudal Derby—one who couldn’t afford to follow 


the jushionsif he wished to. He was on his way to 
the Park museum. It was afternoon, and the por- 
tions of the lawasopen to be trod 0a were thronged 
with children. Many of these were mere toddlers, 
and had the attendance of white-capped nurse- 
maids. 

“Those are the shamefully neglected children of 
fashionable mothers,’' I remarked. 

‘‘Who says 80?’’ Beecher asked. 

“Joaquin Miller, forone,’’ Ireplied. ‘*He declares 
in galloping, sweeping rhymes, that those are 
shameful mothers who send their children to the 
park in charge of servants—that the practice is 
proof that they are devoid of maternal instinct.” 

‘‘Does he say that?’’ exclaimed Beecher. ‘‘Then 
he is altogether wrong. The fashionable mother 
may have more than her share of follies and short 
comings, but | have not noticed that she is lacking 
in loye for her young ones. That she sends them 
out to play without accompanying them is no indi- 
cation tothe contrary. A woman has to become 
inhumun before she ceases to care for her children. 
Our most ardent dovotees of fashion are not that, by 
any manner of means, There you are—does that 
look like lukewarm affection on either side?’’ 

A bit cf agirl, daintily cladin velvet and lace, 
had Martled.us by ascreech of delight. We could 
uot doubt that the heudsomely dressed young wo- 
man, at sight of whom the child cried out so joy- 
ously, and to whom she ran with outstreiched arms, 
Was the mother. It was equally clear that they 
were no more Strangers to each other than if the 
parenthad habitually done the menial drudgery 
for which she was abundantly able to hire a ser- 
vant. 

‘‘No, no,” said Beecher. ‘‘riches may render a wo- 
man insensible to the claims of others, but never 
to her own offspring ” 

This highly attractive mother, by the way, wore 
tight trousers, of the cuatknown here as Knicker- 
bockers, and high boots like those of revolutiouary 
soldiers as pictured in continental uniform. Do 
not be shocked.

The brick houses are generally old and 
dingy,and the marble and iron exceptions are, 
strangely enough, in several cases monuments of 
financial disaster, being the injudicious erections 
ofsavings banks now broken and gone. One of 
these is now oceup‘ed by a pawnbroker, and another 
isan infamous concert hail. The « -set is wide- 
andat alltimes thronged by people of a distincily 
different aspect from those to be seen in Broadway. 
Thisison the western boundary of the populous 
tenement house district of the city. Looking down 
the side streets, one sees biock after block of six- 
story houses, in each of which live families enough 
to make a fair-sized village. Germans abound there, 
asmay be inferred from the fact that in nearly 
every basemeut is alager beer saloon. The Bow- 
ery and interseciing Grand street are the Broadway 
of this compact population. Here at the lowerend 
of the Bowery are two legitimate theaters, one hav. 
ing a larger seating capacity than any other in the 
United States.

She gives the 
impression of being able to take care of herself— 
nd soshe is ninety-nine timesin a hundred, She 
has grown up in a_ tenement house, where 
she learned when a chi'd many things 
that a Fifth avenue girl doesn’t knowatrall. She 
got pastsimplifyinz before she gotinto her teens, 
She isout spoken, as you would fiad if you pre- 
sumed toaddress her. Shelisnotcoy, she doesn’t 
give ashy glance and look down. Makean ad- 
vance to her and you will not be keptin suspense a 
quarter of asecond.’ If she wants nothiugto do 
with you—as likely she doesn’t—she will tell you 
so in words plain and few. Herclass work for a 
living, and relatively supply fewer victims to vice 
than any other in New York.

Hands end Kuets-The Indians Rolling Dowa 
Boulders of Rook Upon Them-~-The 
Chiet’s Commanding Fosition. 


SAN FRancisoe, May 12—A dispatch to the Chron 
icle from Hermosili, Mexico, re-tells the story and 
gives further particulars of Torres’s fight with the 
Indians. He bad pursued the Apaches twenty days 
ona trail which led from Montezuma district te 
northeastern Sonoras. At Guazonar, -he was 
joined by Colonel Garela, and made a forced marok 
of five days and nights for the hills of Sierra Mad- 
re. The scouts spied the Indians moving off. 
Twenty five strucka large bodyin a strong hold 
heretofore unknown to the oldest scouts. The 
place has the appearance of having been settled for 
three or four years. It hada quantity of swienm 
stock, anda ‘humber of oid huts. The scouts at- 
tagked, but were driven back tothe main body af 


troops. 
CRAWLING UP THE MOUNTAIN SLOPE. 


The mountain being inaccessible to cavalry the 
troops dismounted, made « march of 12 miles and 
found the Indians strongly entrenched on the erest 
of alarge spur of ahigh mountain. The troops, 300 
strong, made an attack atlo’clock. They had te 
climb the mountain en their handsand kuews 
The Indians, failing to cause damege by firing, ra’l- 
ed boulders down the mountain side out wiibout 
effect. The chief, supposed to be Juh, had a pusi- 
tiou on a high point of the mountain to 
command the Indians, and could be 
heard distinctiy for a mile It wok 
two hours fer the troopsto gain the crest of the 
mountain. When they reached it two of them 
were shot deat. The fighton the summit lasted 
two hours. The troops, swinging behind the left of 
the Indians, madsan attack charging bayouets, 
and foreed the Indians from their position. «he 
Indians fled, leaving 11 dead bucks on the ground. 
Five soldiers were killed, and eight were seriously 
wounded. The Indians were driven for miles. 


Their trails showed much blood, and 
&@ great many are supposel to have 
been wounded. Colonel Torres says it 
was the most savage fight he ever had with 


Apaches, He says they retreated into the northcast- 
ern Chepuahuan, He thicks there is no doubt that 
the ranch was the long unknown stronghold of the 
Apaches. Itis 250 miles east of Sonora, and ahout 
that distance southeast of Arizona. He says the 
trails of all the small bands depredating Sonora aad 
Arizoua lead to this p'ace.

| THE BOSSSALES. | 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars in One Day in What it 

Feoted ap at The Eagle and Phenix Lust Night. 
From the Columbus, Ga., Enquirer. 5 

If anybody thinks that the trade in this 
city is languishing, they should have gone 
the rounds with us yesterday. One of our 
wholesale houses sold over $8,000 worth of 
goods for immediate delivery and another was 
nota great way behind in sales. But the 
‘boss’ sales were made by the Eagle and 
Phenix mills. All the cotton mills are crowd- 
ed with orders, but the Eagle and. Phenix 
having made the largest sale ever made in one 
day here, we take the liberty of making spec- 
ial mention of it. The orders received by 
them yesterday footed up nearly $100,000, 
The principle portion of these orders came 
from St. Louis and cities of the northwest 
and the goods are to be delivered as rapidly 
as possible. This does not look much like 
there isa dearth in southern manufacture, 
nor does it look as theugh our “infant man- 
ufacturers’ need protection. 

But it is about our woolen mills that we de- 
sire;to make ‘‘a few appropriate remarks.”’ 
The sales made by the Eagle and Phenix yes- 
terday includes 2,600 pieces of jeans, 50 yards 
to the piece, and amounts to nearly $40,000. 
The mills have orders for upwards of 4,000 
pieces, which they will ship as soon as the 
goods are ready for the market. All the ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of wool in this 
city isat the Eagle and Phenix and there 
they have a capacity for manufacturing 800 
yards per day. The mills have been asuccess 
from the firstand now they are more than 
ever in successful operation, The mills have 
the most modern and improved machinery, 
and have seven sets, three cards to the set, 
2,500 spindles and 132 looms for the purpose 
of making woolen goods. It takes about 125 
operatives torunthis department and they 
make about 20,000 vards per week. 

These mills manufacture fancy cassimeres, 
deeskins, some of which are as fine as any 
made in the United States. In some of these 
goods they put 150 picks tothe inch. They 
manufaeture very superior jeans, and their 
famous blue and yellow jeans find a very 
ready sale. They have recentlv sold over 500 
pieces of these goods in New Jersey. They 
make a style of goods which they call plan- 
ters’ cassimeres, which are pulled and scour- 
ed, going through the same process that 
brvadcloth does in the manufacture. As 
stated above they hayé recently sold 4.000 
pieces of their different grades of goods, and 
will send them to various parts of the United 
States. - In the manufacture cf these goods a 
variety of colors are used in the designs, and 
some oi them very costly ones. They make 
woolen stripes for convicts, which they sell 
to six different states, and all their woolen 
goods have a fine reputation. It is hardly 
necessary for us to say that our mills don’t 
ask the city fathers to give them protection 
by making other cities pay license to come 
here to sell goods. They give all commercial 
men a warm welcome and desire no hindrance 
or impediment to be placed in the way of 
trade. 

In speaking of the woolen goods manufac- 
tured here we have done so to show that the 
manufacture of wool is no experiment, and 
to encourage sheep raising in the country, 
with the assurance that all the wool clipped 
will finda ready sale at the home market. 
We have an abundance of labor that could be 
procured at much cheaper rates than in the 
northern states, and our climate is so mild 
that the mills could not be hindered in their 
operations by the severe cold from which the 
northern manufacturers suffer in the winter 
season. The manufacturers of the best qual- 
ities of woolens are obliged to keep the tem- 
perature of their mills up to at least eighty 
degrees, and in the higher latitudes the cost 
of fuel is by no means inconsiderable. An- 
other benefit which would be derived from 
the establishment of woolen mills in the south 
is that Jarge numbers of people who now have 
no certain means of support would be fur- 
nished with profitable employment. Our 
mills buy every pound of wool brought to 
them, and frequently make large orders for 
it from the west. They can sell all the wool- 
ens made and it is not uncommon for them to 
be, as they are now, behind with their or- 
ders.

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TRUCK FARMING IN GEORGIA. 

We print this morning the last of our pres- 
ent series of letters on truck farming in south 
Georgia, in the shape of an admirable inter- 
view with Mr. G, R. McRee, the most famous 
of our grewers. It is useless to commend it 
to special attention. 

We heave dealt in the past few years with 
many special industries or developments, but 
none have presented more fascinating points 
Or promised more important results. It has 
beer: the policy of Tur Constitution to show 
the farmers, by actual facts rather than by 
advice, that it was neither necessary or wise 
to depend upon asingle article of produce 
for their support and profit. 

In pursuance oi this policy we have had a 
great deal to say concerning truck farming. 
Anda have said it frequently in the face of a 
ridicule that could see nothing of importance 
ip cabbage, cucumbers or melons. 

We confess frankly and gladly that this in- 
cidental has outgrown what we expected. It 
bida fair to bring more than a million dollars 
inio the state during the next three months 
for melons alone, and toadd perhaps a half 
million more for vegetables, peaches, pears, 
berries, etc. This will be done without 
ducting one bushel from the grain crop or 
one bale from the cotton crop. The money 
comes too, at atime when money is sorely 
needed, and when in the lack of it the farmer 
must put a mortgage on his farm ora lien on 
his crop, and go into the hands of the money- 
lender. 

As important as these results are, the chief 
importance ofthe truck crops of this year is 
that it will settle a policy for the southera 
endofthestate. If this crop is sold and 
marketed at good figures, we ‘shall see its 
acreage doubled again and trucking become a 
per: industry. If there should be 
troub.e in this regard,a movement that promi- 
ges sO much will be retarded or crippled. We 
are potentirely confidentin the matter; we 
‘have given in our letters the opinions of those 
who ought to know bestand they have but 
one direction. Inany event the meeting of the 
“Truck Growers’ Association’? on September 
ist.gat which the results of the season will be 
summed up, will be by odds the most impor- 

tant convention Of the year. 

in the meantime, ,those interested should 
do everything possible to effect a profitable 
disposition of the crop. The railroad men es- 
pecially should see to it that they fail in no 
part of their duty, but give every facility 
that may be asked. They could afford to car- 
ry the present crop at a loss rather than have 
it fail to reach market in short 
time and at low rates. The commission. 
merchants bave a similar responsibility, and 
wili be short-sighted if . they do not meet it 
with energy andj 'integrity and devotion. Tux 
Coxsrircrion feels that it has its part of the 
work, and will try and show the truck grow- 
ers before the season is over that it has done 
something towards making eflicient,a policy 
it bas been, with more pervistence than judg- 
ment perhaps, urging our people to adopr. 
Every intelligent Georgian, who has interest 
in the progress of his state, wil! watch with 
anxiety the efforts of our south Georgia 

riends to establish permanently an industry, 
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| promising as is its future, still has its ele- 
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ments of doubt and uncertainty. 


THE JER3EY COW. 

At the recent meeting of the Georgia Jer- 
sey cattle club in this city, brief mention of 
which has already been made in our news 
columns, the members found upon consulta- 
tion thatthe demand for calves was greater 
than the supply, a fact whi¢gh shows that this 
remarkable breed of cattle ig steadily making 
its way into the good graces.of those who are 
not enthusiasts on the subject. 

There are many reasons why this should be 
so; though some of the members of the Geor- 
gia club are astonished at it. There has been 
a good deal of misunderstanding with respect 
to the Jersey cow. She has been regarded as 
a very delicate animal, prone to diseases and 
disasters rarely ever kuown among Georgia 
cattle. This view wasthe result of unwise 
and inexperienced importation. Any cow 
coming from a northern climate to the south 
demands careful attention the first season, but 
a Jersey cow that is acclimated is as hardy as 
the native siock and a thousand times more 
valuable, not simply because she isa Jersey 
cow, but because her qualitiesand her dis- 
position make her the ideal family cow. It 
is also generally understood that the Jersey 
cow isasmall milker, but a great butter- 
maker, and this is another mistake. A good 
Jersey cow in her prime is almost invariably 
a deep milker. In afew years there will be 
no un-acclimated Jersey cattle in Georgia, 
and then the ideal family cow will be appre- 
ciated at her full worth. 

Apart from the practical qualities which 
commend the Jersey cow to those who admire 
finecattle,her beauty appeals to the fasthetic 
sensibilities that dwell in the bosom, of every 
honest man.

bearing rein was all but universal, So careless are 
men and. women in their dealings with other ani- 
mals that few seemed to be aware of the cruelty 
involved in the practice. When Mr. Flowler de- 
nounced it there were plenty of people to say he 
talked nonsense. Coachmen, often above all others 
the most iguorant and bigoted of men, scoffed and 
sneered. The dignitary on the box solemnly as- 
sured his master that horses could not be driven in 
London without bearing reins. If the man who 
said so meant that he could not drive without their 
help, he was probably right. But masters some- 
times know more than coachmen and grooms, and 
they began to look into the matter for themselves. 
Within a twelvemonth Mr. Flowler had'made num- 
erous converts. A year latera considerable propor- 
tion of the carriages you sawin the park and the 
streets of the West End were drawn by horses with- 
out the bearing r-in. People began to thiuk hors- 
es mightlook *‘smart’’ without being kept in tort- 
ure. Whenthe bearing rein was not dispensed 
with it was often modified. Mr. Flower was not 
disposed to tolerate it ia any shape, but others, the 
duke of Westminster for one, who was a greatially 
of Mr. Flower, considered that if pufon loosely 
aud not kepton igng, the horse did not suffer. The 
newspapers helped inthe reform, anditis now 
gone so far that it may be hoped Mr. Flower’s death 
will not imperil what has been gained.

Dutwecan make good healthy gas better, and 
sei] 1t as cheap as the impure water and oil gas. 

If from self interest or caprice we should reject 
the petition of a good and bona fide rival gascom- 
pany, we should incur just censure, but the gas 
maufactured by this conipany is both deleterious 
to the health of the commuuity, andin its making 
dangerous to life and property. 

Prof. Charles W. Shepard, the former analytic 
chemist of South Carolina, in a carefully prepared 
report on water gas, declares that its production of 
poisonous carbonicacid gas is 50 per cent greater 
than that of coal gas, an or 
that reason ih Paris and in other 
places, where the preservation of the lives of citi- 
zens isa matter of serious governmental! concern,its 
use has been expressly forbidde». Naptha, which 
enters into its manufacture is a dangerous com- 
modity, whether for transportation or storage. 

Oil. of which only a limited quantity is now al- 
lowed by us to be kept within our corporate limits, 
except in fire proof buildings in 
isolated places, would have to be _ stored 
in the heart of the city, and thus increase the dan- 
ger of conflagration. We have no reason to believe 
that the prom®ise of cheap rates can be kept, because 
in New York, where exists the most prominent 
company of this kind, similar boasts have not been 
made good, and in New Haven a@ charter was re- 
fused a water gas company because upon examina- 
tion it was found that in fourteen cities where it 
had received a fair trialithad been abandoned as 
a commercial failure and not able to compete withe 
coal gas. These are objections to the company’s 
yas, but these are objections to the company itself. 
in gas eircles there is a class of companies known as 
‘wreckers,’’ to which this belongs. 

ws 2 reckers’’ are not pioneers, they do not locate 
gas works where there are hone, but select a place 
where a company hasbeen moderately successful 
and say; “Divide with me or I will comein and de- 
stroy you.”’ This new company has implored us 
time and againto buy it out. All sorts of terms 
have been offered, one of the offers being $6,000 a 
year for twenty years. We haveinvariably told them 
that if we had money togive, we preferred to give it 
toour cnstomers. In fact. the whole concern has 
been from the time it bought its charter, atour com- 
mand if we had wanted it. 

It is not necessary to mention the evils to a com- 
munity infliewed by **wreckers,’’ 

Few cities have not suffered at their hands. 
When not boughtoff they come in, temporarily re- 
duce rates, and in a short time the rival companies 
areabsorbed in one, or there is an arrangement 
made between them to district the city, and in all 
cases there isasa result greatly increased perma- 
nentrates.
